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Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that Igarashi fails to teach or suggest a second buffering cell 
adjacent to "a second side adjacent to the first side of the function block", because each 
of a plurality of buffering cells according to Igarashi's Fig. 13C is arranged at the same 
side of the function block. 

The claimed limitation of a second buffering cell adjacent to "a second side 
adjacent to the first side of the function block" does not mean that each of a plurality of 
buffering cells cannot be arranged at the same side of the function block. The term 
"adjacent" means "next to", such that the plurality of buffering cells according can be 
arranged at the same side of the function block. 

Applicant argues that "Igarashi fails to teach or suggest signal wiring 162 passing 
over the function block obliquely relative to the first side and the second side, because 
signal wiring 162 passes only over wiring 161. 

It is unclear how signal wiring 162 passes over wiring 161 , because it appears 
from the figures that signal wiring 162 is parallel to wiring 161 . In any event, the 
examiner did not state that signal wiring 162 passes over the function block obliquely 
relative to the first side and the second side. The examiner stated that signal wiring 173 
passes over the function block obliquely relative to the first side and the second side.
